This writer did not see many 
Americans (non-Chinese) in 
Taiwan in his two visits，one in 
1973 and the other at the time of 
the presidential inaugural in May 
of this year. Staying in the Taipei 
Hilton on both  occasions，this 


writer observed that American 


visitors ”walked in and out 
casually，as 计 they were checking 
in at the San Francisco Hilton or 


the Waldorf-Astoria in New York. 
It is _ true some were frequent 
visitors to Taiwan'on business， bnut 
a_ good many were tourists， Thevy 
showed none of the bewilderment 
and strangeness Sometimes Seen 
among Chinatown tourists-， 


SOPHISTICATION 

The same sophistication seems 
Prevalent among American tour- 
ists in Hong Kong. Some go about 
with cameras and visit scenic areas 
like news cameramen following 
Political and screen personalities. 
They seem immediately to spot the 
right pljaces to take pictures and 
exhibit the briskness of profess- 
ional photographers， Thev are 
identified as tourists only because 
they board and alight from 
Sight-seeing buses outside luxiry 
hotels， 


Many Chinese in Hong Kong 
find it difficult to classify 
(Caucasian) foreigners as residents 
or new arrivals. The best way to 
Pick them out is by their casual 
attire and their personality，Of 
course，speech is also a marked 
distinction and may be recognized 
without much difficulty.
